It takes a great deal of courage to be honest. 
You have to be quite 
bold at times. 
You may have to give up or go without much th a t you 
would like to keep—including even friends. 
Just as soon as a m an begins to speak the tru th on ALL occasions. 
he is immediately m arked as rath e r queer. 
P er th e obvious thing is to 
conceal, to cover up. To “keep peace in the fam ily,” rath er th a n to es­ 
tablish and stick to the natural order, which m eans to be square clear 
down the spine. 
Rut do not mind, my friend, be honest—w ith yourself first—and 
speak the plain truth, though you walk alone. 
We have “custom s” and "precedents” to harangue us. But who w^ere 
they whose perfection m ade the “custom s” and precedents?”

the rich products of the East. 
As virtually all trading 
in 
the 
Soviet union is confined to govern­ 
m ent and cooperative organizations, 
m any of the local bazaar-keepers, 
who 
in 
their 
long, 
patriarchal 
beards, flowing silk robes, spotless­ 
ly v’hite turbans and oriental san­ 
dals. are among the most pictur­ 
esque 
in 
the 
world, 
have 
been 
forced to close shop. 
Changes In 4 Years 
Four years ago it was possible to 
buy here a]l m anner of oriental a r­ 
ticles. including exquisite Bokhara 
and Sam arkand rugs, but today one 
can buy only such common objects 
as copper and bronze water-jugs, 
native 
hubble-bubble 
pipes (nar- 
ghelis), tobacco and snuff contain­ 
ers. and twadry jewelry. 
All the fine rugs m ade by the lo­ 
cal weavers are bought by the gov­ 
ernm ent at its own prices and ex­ 
ported to Berlin. Paris, London and 
New York. There they can be p ur­ 
chased in departm ent stores at low­ 
er prices th an prevail in the retail 
shops in 
B okhara or Sam arkand. 
The same condition applies to em ­ 
broideries. table-covers, wall d ra ­ 
peries and sim ilar articles. 
Bazaars Close 
W ith the closing of the bazaars, 
the color and fascination of Bok­ 
hara seems to 
be vanishing. 
The 
visitor no longer sees long trains 
of swaying camels laden with the 
rich m erchandise of China. India. 
A fghanistan and 
Persia plodding 
laboriously 
through 
th e 
narrow, 
dusty streets of Bokhara, led by a 
venerable, bearded figure mounted 
upon an ass. 
The 
wonderful 
mosques 
and 
meddresses 
or 
divinity 
schools 
which made B okhara a center of 
ecclesiastical learning for the Mo­ 
ham m edan world, appear deserted 
and are half ruined. 
Storks Build Nests 
Storks and cranes

arets. feeling secure from the hand 
of the Moslem, who regards these 
birds as sacred.
